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RALPH TALCOTT FISHER 


1877-1948 


Ralph Talcott Fisher of Oakland, a member of the State Board 
of Education since 1943, died on August 7, 1948. 

He was first appointed to the State Board of Education in 
1943 by Governor Earl Warren, and was reappointed in 1947 to 
serve a second four-year term. In this service he demonstrated a 
profound concern for the welfare of the pupils and the teachers 
in the public schools of California. His rare personal qualities 
inspired a high regard in his fellow members on the Board. 

Mr. Fisher’s generous devotion of his time and energies to the 
public welfare was demonstrated by his service as president of 
the Oakland Civil Service Board, 1915-1918; as a member of the 
Board of Port Commissioners, 1928-1939; as a member of the Cali- 
fornia State Commission on Pensions, 1927-1928; as chairman of 
the Governor’s Committee on Old Age Pensions, 1943; and as 
president of the California War Chest. He was a director of the 
Alameda County Tuberculosis and Health Association; a director 
of the Oakland Community Chest, and president of the Chest in 
1940-1942; and a member of the State Council on Educational 
Planning and Coordination, 1940-1941. He was a member of the 
governing board of the Pacific School of Religion, and in 1936- 
1938, was president of the University of California Alumni 
Association and a Regent of the University. 

A native of Oakland, Mr. Fisher attended Oakland public 
schools, and graduated from the University of California in 1901. 
He received the Master of Arts Degree from the University in 
1903, and in 1942 was awarded an honorary degree of Doctor of 
Laws in recognition of his many public services to the State of 
California. 

He was responsive to the calls of his country, his home 
state, and his home community, and he devoted to the public inter- 
est the best of his abilities. Through the death of Ralph Fisher, 
public education in California suffers a heavy loss. 
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A REPORT OF THE AVIATION EDUCATION WORKSHOP * 
June 21-July 2, 1948 


An Aviation Education Workshop for teachers and administrators, 
under the direction of the staff of the offices of Secondary Education and 
Aviation Education of the California State Department of Education and 
in co-operation with San Diego State College, was held June 21 through 
July 2, 1948, at the Naval Air Station, North Island, San Diego. 

Although the participants numbered only 17, they included an 
administrator, junior college and high school instructors, and an elemen- 
tary school teacher.? One of the participants is not at present engaged in 
teaching. The teaching assignments of the participants covered such 
areas as aviation, science, speech, music, physical education, shop, and 
mathematics. The schools represented were San Diego public schools; 
Washington High School, San Francisco; Hollywood Senior High 
School; Lassen Union High School and Junior College, Susanville; Covina 
Elementary and Covina Union High School; Sequoia Union High School, 
Redwood City; East Bakersfield High School; Watsonville Joint Union 
High School; South Pasadena Senior High School; Santa Ana Senior 
High School; and Stockton Junior College. The teaching assignments of 
the participants, the schools represented, and the problem areas chosen 
by each participant are listed in Table 1. 

A considerable amount of planning was done prior to the opening 
of the workshop. Arrangements were made with the personnel of the 
Naval Air Station for housing for the workshop, for living quarters in 
order that consultants and participants could stay at the Naval Air Sta- 
tion if they wished to, for dining accommodations, for use of recreational 
facilities, and for field trips to observe equipment and activities at the 
Naval Air Station. 

Secondary schools were circularized and responses received con- 
cerning desired participation in the workshop. Forms containing listings 
of suggested problems in the area of aviation education were then mailed 
to the registrants so that they could select special problems in advance. 
The selections were organized around four general centers of interest 
and each member of the aviation education staff was assigned to a group 
as consultant.

The procedures and activities of the workshop had the setup of a 


teaching unit and the participants went through the kinds of experiences 
that they would expect students to go through in a well-planned unit of 
work. For example, the program was built around general sessions, periods 
for group work, and field trips. The general sessions were of four types. 

The first type of general session was concerned with the philosophy 
and psychology of education and discussion of the relationship of avia- 
tion education to the entire curriculum of the school, and with orientation 
to problems, general and specific. The program for orientation included 
the presentation of some audio-visual and other .instructional materials, 
talks concerning the general aviation program, and informational sessions 
concerning procedures.

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In the second type of general session, preparations were made for 
field trips in the same manner as field trips are planned in the classroom. 
The third type of general session consisted of an evaluation by the group 
of a field trip. The fourth type of general session had to do with specific 
procedures to be followed by the group during the two weeks. On the 
first day, the following outline of steps desirable in the development of 
a curriculum was considered and discussed by the group: 

1. Developing skill in critical thinking 
2. Developing increasing skill by effective guidance in identifying 
group and individual problems 
Considering possible action in the solution of problems 
Making plans and carrying through 
Evaluating outcomes and processes 
Accepting responsibility for decisions and actions

In order that these steps might be constantly before the participants 
and consultants during the workshop session, a form for use in appraising 
the quality of participation of each member was given to each participant. 
Each consultant also had an identical copy of the form for each par- 
ticipant in his group. Throughout the two weeks, consultants and par- 
ticipants worked co-operatively and used the records on the forms in 
evaluating the quality and quantity of activity and progress. The first 
part of the form, having to do with the individual, was in reality an out- 
line for the building of a unit of work. It included such items as selection 
and description of area of study; statement of objectives; development of 
outline; selection and organization of data for building of content; selec- 
tion and organization of materials of instruction; and planned procedures 
for measurement in pupil growth. Inasmuch as the participants differed 
in ability as do students, there were differences in the quality of work 
done and in the progress made in the development of individual units. 
The second part of the form, dealing with group activity, provided for 
evaluation of contributions to group thinking based on established facts; 
co-operation in group activity; leadership; followership; and punctuality. 

No units were entirely completed. Most of them were to be com- 
pleted during the summer months. Completed reports of the units are 
to be duplicated in the aviation education offices, after which they will 
be made available to those registered in the workshop. 

The evaluation forms were used also as a basis for making recom- 
mendations to San Diego State College for credit for participation in the 
workshop. Each registrant was granted two units of credit. 

In order that the workshop in its entirety might be evaluated by the 
participants, and their reactions used in planning and organizing future 
workshops, they were asked to respond to the following questions or 
directions. A summary of their responses follows each item. 
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I. Has the following outline of procedures in considering the develop- 
ment of a curriculum been helpful to you? 


. Developing skill in critical thinking 

. Developing increasing skill by effective guidance in identifying group and 
individual problems 

. Considering possible action in the solution of problems 

. Making plans and carrying them through 

. Evaluating outcomes and processes 

. Accepting responsibility for decisions and actions

Five of the eight who commented on this question said that the 
workshop had been very helpful on the preceding six points. One said 
that he thought the procedures set forth would be of more aid to a 
younger teacher. Some specific comments follow. 

A consideration of these basic procedures in curriculum development has 
been of great value in helping me to work out a course in general aviation. 


By following these procedures . . . I have been able to evaluate the needs 
of the students in my school that may best be met by the aviation course, and 
thereby arrange the materials available into what I am sure will be a better course. 


The above procedures were extremely helpful in that a distinct problem of 
placing principles and problems of aviation, which will make students more con- 
scious of the “air age” was clarified in my mind so that I could see how it might 
become a unified whole and still be a natural part of a normal science program. 


II. What did you expect to get from participation in the workshop? 


Registrants at the workshop answered this question mainly in two 
ways: (1) that they expected to gain a new approach to the study of 
aviation, and (2) that they expected to enrich or revise the courses they 
were giving through information obtained at the workshop. One teacher 
commented on the “outstanding way the workshop was organized and 
conducted.” Other specific comments follow. 


I expected to learn ways and means of applying aviation education to our 
school situation so that our young people might be better prepared to live in the 
air age. 

I expected to get sufficient background to allocate more wisely the scientific 
principles and problems in aviation to the areas I now teach in a physical science 
course. 

I expected to get help in changing our course in general aviation from a 
pilot training course into one that includes the social implications of aviation. 


III. Please write a paragraph indicating whether or not you have achieved 
what you expected from this workshop. 


First-hand information, talks by Navy officials, trips through different 
aviation plants, workshop lectures, and materials made available by the 
California State Department of Education were mentioned by par- 
ticipants in telling what they had gained from the workshop. One 
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participant urged that future workshops devote less time in workrooms 
and more time at the air base. Another suggested that he would have 
obtained greater value if the members of the group had been given more 
opportunity to become acquainted. A third said he believed too much 
time was spent in laying down exact objectives. Specific comments follow. 

I feel that I have benefited immensely from the talks by the Navy officials, 
the trips through the different plants, the workshop lectures given throughout the 
course, and the voluminous materials available in workshop headquarters through 
the officers of the State Department. 

The first hand information has meant a lot to me. . . . The excellent lectures 
by practical engineers has offered a rich background of technical knowledge of 
immense value to the teacher. 

Through informal discussions with the resource leaders and other teachers, 
and through a great deal of self-evaluation in the light of the talks given and the 
reading matter made available, I found the answers to many (although by no 
means all) of the problems that I brought to the workshop. At the same time I 
discovered solutions to other problems of which I was not wholly conscious 
before coming here. 

I am going back to my school with a unit of work on world geography, 
which I will teach to my geometry classes. . . . 


IV. Have the library materials been adequate? Before responding to this 
question consider all facilities, i.e., books, periodicals, pamphlets, 
charts, maps, audio-visual materials, etc. 


Most of the registrants answering this question would have liked to 
see a wider selection of visual aids and other teaching aids. One would 
have liked an opportunity to see the films mentioned; another would have 
liked to see a list of publishers and sources of training aids. On the other 
hand, some considered the library materials adequate. Specific comments 


follow. 

Whether the scientific, social, or economic aspects were considered, mate- 
rials were always found available. If basic course materials were needed they were 
supplied by the consultant in charge. 

The accessability of all these materials helped immeasurably in the success 
of this workshop program. 


V. Comment on organization of the workshop. Have you been satisfied 
with the general sessions, field trips, speeches, small group meetings, 
assistance provided by workshop directors, guidance provided by 
group leaders? Was too much time taken by speeches, field trips, etc.? 


Comment on this question was varied, ranging from appreciation for 
careful planning and organization to criticism of scheduling of events. One 
comment stated that more and shorter field trips should have been spread 
over more time. Another participant suggested that field trips should not 
have been so hurried and that flight experiences would have been wel- 
comed. Another comment was that one or two speeches were too long. 
Another said that “at times it seemed too much time was spent instructing 
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and indoctrinating us in aviation.” Still another said that full days of 
either group meetings or field trips and speeches should have been avoided. 

Many who answered this question praised the planning, organization, 
and leadership of the workshop. “A demonstrating workshop, not a ‘book- 
test’ workshop” was the way one registrant described it. Other specific 
comments follow. 

My feeling was that the careful planning which had gone into the organiza- 
tion of this workshop weeks ahead of our participation did much to make it so 
successful. 

General sessions were very helpful in getting a background for work in the 
work sessions. Opening remarks as to principles in setting up a curriculum and 
the aims and objectives of education were very helpful. The exchange of ideas 
and problems in the group meetings was most helpful. The group leaders did 
a good job in guiding the work of their groups. 

The organization of the workshop showed a great deal of careful planning 
and hard work. More time might well have been allowed for field trips and their 
subsequent evaluation. 


VI. In your estimation, what were the good qualities of the workshop? 


Those who answered this question were unanimous in praising the 
workshop. Specific qualities praised were its organization, wealth of 
resource materials available, co-operative methods of those in charge, its 
practical leadership, diversity of activities, and good location. Specific 
comments follow. 

We had an opportunity to see an expert training program set up with mili- 
tary objectives and the advice of expert consultants from the State Department 
of Education who could help us evaluate what we learned here and who could 
guide us in planning our own particular problems in the light of public school 
objectives. 

Particularly appreciated was the type of practical leadership provided in 
our workshop guidance. I have found a more usable application of the psychology 
of curriculum building in my work here than in any university classroom of my 
experience. 

The esprit de corps shown by the members of the Bureau of Aviation 
Education which in turn was reflected in the friendliness and co-operation of the 
group as a whole was noted particularly. 


VII. Was two weeks time adequate? 


Replies to this question indicated that the time allotted was adequate, 
although some said they would like to have had the workshop held for a 
longer period. Specific comments follow. 

I have accomplished more in two weeks here than I usually do in six weeks 
of other workshops. We were ready to start as soon as we registered; there was 
no lost motion. 

I believe more can be accomplished by working on one problem, for which 
two units of credit on the graduate level may be given, over a two-week period 
than if two units of work are taken over a six-week period. 
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VIII. What recommendations would you make for improving the 
workshop? 


Registrants answered this question with various suggestions. One 
suggested that more time be allowed for questions following speeches. 
Several suggested more publicity be given the workshop. Another sug- 
gested that general sessions be screened to eliminate unnecessary material. 
Other comments follow. 

I would suggest that free time be afforded during the day for individual 
contact with the air base personnel, and that a greater range of film facilities be 
included. 

My suggestion is that more publicity be given making the workshop avail- 
able to many more teachers in all areas of instruction. 

I would suggest that each member of the workshop be given the name and 
address of each other member of the workshop at the beginning of the session 
to further acquaintance within the group. 

Questions IX, X, XI, XII, and XIII asked whether the registrants con- 
sidered the Navy Base a desirable place to hold a workshop, whether they 
were satisfied with the lodging, food, recreational facilities at the base, 
and adequacy of rooms and facilities provided for the workshop. Replies 
indicated that the rooms were comfortable and adequate, the food 
superior, and the recreational facilities all that could be desired. Great 
enthusiasm was expressed for the Navy Base as a desirable place to hold 
the workshop. Praise was given to the courtesy and friendliness shown 
the group by the officers and men of the Naval Air Station, the dispatch 
with which the Navy handled its tours, lectures, and demonstrations, and 
for the excellent technical material seen at first hand. Praise was also given 
to the space allotted to the workshop both as to central meeting room, 
committee rooms, and individual work rooms. 

The personnel that planned this workshop sincerely appreciated the 
interest of the Navy and felt fortunate in having the facilities of the 
Naval Air Station made available. The workshop group lived and worked 
in an atmosphere of aviation. All accommodations were furnished by the 
Navy at a nominal cost. The Navy personnel was most courteous and 
helpful at all times. The living quarters, work facilities, and food were 
excellent. 

The plan of permitting all participants to complete their individual 
units of work during the remainder of the summer months was no doubt 
a good one in view of the fact that the work periods that could be 
provided in two weeks time were insufficient to permit satisfactory 
completion of the work. 

All participants achieved considerable value during the experience 
from the standpoint of professional growth, production of material, and 
knowledge of practical applications that youth are making of their edu- 
cation, which gave background material for more effective counseling 
and guidance. 
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The participants, although aware that the advent of the airplane is 
producing changes in our environment and agreed that this is the air age 
and that schools must do something about it, were hazy in their thinking 
about these things when the workshop began. They had no concrete 
examples, no means of relating aviation to daily experiences, no ideas 
about the far-reaching implications of air travel in the world. During 
their experience in the workshop, they were able to achieve definite 
understandings about these things, and went back to their schools with 
a better grasp of the meaning of aviation to their students.

RETIREMENTS AND RESIGNATIONS 


Winirrep VAN Hacen retired on September 1, 1948, from the posi- 
tion of consultant in physical education in the Bureau of Health, Physical 
Education, and Recreation. She joined the staff of the State Department 
of Education in 1918, and except for a brief period in 1925-1926 when 
she served as an instructor on the physical education staff of the Berkeley 
High School, was continuously engaged for 30 years in a supervisory 
capacity for the state. Miss Van Hagen’s valuable personal qualifications 
stimulated enthusiasm among her fellow workers. The many summer 
workshops and institute sessions she has conducted have aided greatly 
in raising the state’s standards for public school classes in health and 
physical education and recreation. 

A native of Quincy, Massachusetts, Miss Van Hagen came to Cali- 
fornia as a child and was educated in the San Jose public schools. She 
took her professional training at the Boston Normal School of Gym- 
nastics, which has since become a graduate division of Wellesley College. 
Her first professional work was as nurse and teacher of gymnastics at the 
Anna Head School for Girls, Berkeley, in 1904-1905. She later taught in 
Canada and Ohio, and returned to California as a supervisor of physical 
education programs and corrective work in Pasadena public schools, 
1911-1912. She was a director of the Mosswood Playground, Oakland, 
1912-1914, and supervisor of girls and women’s activities for the 
Recreation Department, Oakland, 1914-1918. 

On the eve of her retirement, Miss Van Hagen was presented with 
a scroll signed by 125 present and former members of the Department, 
expressing appreciation of her 30 years service. She now makes her home © 
in San Francisco. 


Ira W. Kissy will retire as Chief of the Bureau of Business Educa- 
tion on October 31, 1948. He has been a member of the staff of the 
department since 1925, when he was appointed State Supervisor of Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation. In 1928 he became Chief of the Bureau of Business 
Education. His long service in California public schools began in 1910, 
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when he became one of the state’s first high school instructors in business 
and commercial subjects as vice-principal at the Red Bluff High School. 
Later he pioneered in the establishment of California’s junior high school 
system, as principal of one of the early junior high schools at Pomona. 
He is a graduate of Colorado State College, and holds the Master of Arts 
and Doctor of Philosophy degrees from Stanford University. In the 
Department he has been closely associated with Julian A. McPhee in 
developing vocational education programs, and has in recent years 
emphasized courses in the distributive occupations with community 
business leaders serving as instructional advisers. 


Dr. Kibby’s long service in the public schools of California and in 
the State Department of Education has resulted in many advances in the 
programs of public education in this state. California’s leadership in many 
aspects of business education is very largely due to his untiring efforts to 
establish curriculums that have met genuine needs of the community. 

Dr. and Mrs. Kibby will make their home at Atherton after his 
retirement. 


Raven R. Fietps, Associate Superintendent of Public Instruction 
and Chief of the Division of Instruction, has submitted his resignation to 
the Superintendent of Public Instruction to take effect before January 1, 
1949. 

Dr. Fields has received an invitation to serve American education 
in a position that it would be impossible for him to refuse. He has been 
appointed professor of education at Teacher’s College, Columbia 
University, New York. The loss of his services to the California public 
school system will be deeply regretted. Under his energetic and thought- 
ful direction, the new Division of Instruction in the Department of Edu- 
cation has made splendid progress in the first two years of its operation. 
The increasingly important consultant and advisory services which the 
State has undertaken to render to school districts throughout California 
have been reorganized and expanded with great success under Dr. Fields’ 
leadership. The members of the State Board of Education and the staff 
of the Department of Education join me in appreciation of Dr. Fields’ 
contribution to public education in California and in congratulating him 
on the splendid opportunity he now has to extend his service to the nation. 


Dr. Fields joined the Department in May, 1947. He had served 
previously as City Superintendent of Schools in San Jose, 1945-1947; 
Curriculum Director and Assistant Superintendent of Schools, San Jose, 
1942-1945; and as Assistant Professor of Education, Stanford University 
School of Education, 1938-1942. In 1936-1938 he was Field Secretary for 
the Curriculum Study conducted in the Santa Barbara County Schools. 
He is a graduate of the University of Arizona, and has Master of Arts 
and Doctor of Education degrees from Stanford University. 
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AxeEL C. JENSEN resigned as Chief of the Bureau of Readjustment 
Education, effective September 1, 1948. He was appointed assistant chief 
of this office in July, 1945. On the resignation of Buel F. Enyeart, he 
became acting chief in November, 1946, and was appointed chief in 
April, 1947. Mr. Jensen’s final report to the Superintendent indicated that 
of the 1317 institutions that have been approved during the period of the 
Bureau’s existence (since August, 1944), 677 are public institutions, 
including high schools, junior colleges, state colleges, the University of 
California, and state special schools; and 640 are privately owned and 
operated, including special professional, trade, and business schools, and 
private colleges and universities. 


Mr. Jensen, throughout his service to the state in the Bureau, has 
had scrupulous regard for the welfare of the veteran student seeking 
training, and has observed effectively the high standards established in 
the regulations of the Board of Education governing approval of the 
educational institutions seeking to offer benefits under the G. I. Bill 
(Public Law 346). 


Mr. Jensen and his wife and daughter will make their home in Santa 
Rosa, where Mr. Jensen will act as principal of the Burbank Business 
College, of which he is owner and manager. 


APPOINTMENTS TO STAFF 


James C. Stone has been appointed to the position of Consultant in 
Teacher Education, in the Division of State Colleges and Teacher Edu- 
cation, effective August 16, 1948. Mr. Stone resigned from the staff of 
Stanford University to accept the appointment. He had served there 
since January 1 in the University’s appointment service, as assistant 
director in charge of teacher placement. Previously he had been a teach- 
ing assistant in the Stanford University School of Education. During 
1946-1947 he taught science and mathematics on a part-time basis in 
Mountain View public schools, while doing graduate work toward his 
doctor’s degree at Stanford. Mr. Stone has the A.B. and M.A. degrees 
from the University of Cincinnati. From 1940 to 1943 he taught in 
Cincinnati public schools, having charge of a “behavior problem” group 
of boys of high school age at the Bloom junior high school. He served 
in the U. S. Army from 1943 to September, 1946, entering as a private 
and completing his service as a lieutenant in the Medical Administrative 
Corps. He was assigned to duty in the Army Service Forces’ program of 
reconditioning and rehabilitation at convalescent and general hospitals 
during his service. 


Mr. Stone’s duties will be concerned with credentials and liaison 
with accredited teacher training institutions. 
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GENEVIE DEXTER was appointed consultant in physical education in 
the Bureau of Health, Physical Education, and Recreation effective 
September 1, 1948, succeeding Winifred Van Hagen. Miss Dexter has 
been instructor in physical education and chairman of the department at 
Excelsior Union High School, Norwalk, Los Angeles County, since 
1934, and since 1945 has been a supervisor of cadet teachers from Whittier 
College. She has been a member of the executive committee of the south- 
ern section, California Association for Health and Physical Education, 
for the past three years, and was president of the section in 1946-1947. 
She was chairman of the girl’s and women’s athletics section of the 
association in 1947-1948. 

A native of Winters, Miss Dexter attended Winters public schools 
and is a graduate of the University of California. She has a Master’s Degree 
from Stanford University in health education.

Rostey E. Grorce was appointed September 13, 1948, to the posi- 
tion of Assistant Administrative Adviser in the State Department of 
Education.

APPORTIONMENT OF STATE SCHOOL FUND 


The California State School Fund, totalling $185,787,370.36 for the 
fiscal year 1948-49, was certified to the State Controller on September 
15, 1948, by Superintendent of Public Instruction Roy E. Simpson. 
Warrants will be drawn on the State Treasurer by the Controller in favor 
of county treasurers in each county in ten equal monthly payments for 
the months of September, 1948, to June, 1949. 

The Superintendent announced that the fund has been apportioned 
to public elementary, high school, and junior college districts throughout 
the state, and to county school service funds administered by county 
superintendents of schools. Computation of the apportionment of the 
State School Fund is an assignment to the Bureau of School Accounts and 
Records, of which Ralph R. Boyden is Chief. 

The total principal apportionment to districts and county school 
service funds is summarized as follows: 


To elementary school districts $125,151,322.58 
To high school districts 45,953,359.63 
To junior college districts 9,393,503.75 
To county school service funds 4,702,293.00 


$185 200,478.96 


Deduction of the principal apportionment from the total State School 
Fund leaves a remainder of $586,891.40, which will be apportioned to 
school districts under sections of the Education Code providing for 
emergency allowances to school districts. 

The State School Fund for 1948-49 is $12,265,761.41 larger than 
for 1947-48. Apportionments to elementary school districts for the cur- 
rent year will be $8,918,847.77 greater than last year’s elementary school 
total of $116,232,474.81. High school districts will receive an increase of 
$127,866.21 over the 1947-48 apportionment of $45,825,493.42. Junior 
college districts will receive an increase of $3,251,471.75 over the last 
school year’s apportionment of $6,142,032.00. County school service fund 
apportionments show an increase of $262,128.00 over the 1947-48 total 
of $4,440,165.00.

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The State apportionment law, enacted by the Legislature in 1947 in 
accordance with terms of the constitutional amendment approved in 
November, 1946, will be revised during the 1949 session of the Legis- 
lature. It requires that $120 be set aside in the school fund for every pupil 
in average daily attendance, guaranteeing $90 per unit of a.d.a. to all 
school districts, and providing for distribution of equalization aid to 
qualifying districts. The school fund also includes the amounts required 
by law to be apportioned for the excess costs of educating physically 
handicapped and mentally retarded children.

NEW PUBLICATIONS 


Romaine P. Mackie. Information for Parents of Cerebral Palsied Children. 
Sacramento: California State Department of Education, 1948. Pp. 32. 


This publication presents briefly for parents some of the facts about 
cerebral palsy and its treatment. It offers suggestions on the every-day 
handling of the cerebral palsied child and describes the facilities offering 
aid to such children in California. 

In a section on “Facts About Cerebral Palsy,” the booklet defines 
cerebral palsy, tells how extensive a problem it is, what the treatment is 
for it, and what is known of the intelligence of cerebral palsied children. 
Under the heading “Training the Child,” practical information is given 
for parents as to when the cerebral palsied child should walk and how 
he can be taught to feed and dress himself. It also deals with speech 
development and sleeping habits. 

In a third section, “Sources of Aid to Cerebral Palsied Children,” 
the California State program is briefly set forth. Other topics include 
public-school classes for these children, vocational rehabilitation, and 
Crippled Children Services. 

The publication is illustrated with pictures of children enrolled in 
one of the State residential schools and in public-school classes for cerebral 
palsied children. 

Copies are being sent to county, city, and district superintendents of 
schools and to directors and supervisors of special education. It will also 
be sent upon request to parents, to those working directly with parents, 
and to those working in the field of special education.

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FORTHCOMING ELECTIONS ON SCHOOL 
DISTRICT REORGANIZATION 


Nearly 600 school districts in California are to participate in elec- 
tions on district reorganization under the program of the State Com- 
mission on School Districts before December 31, 1948. Recommendations 
from local survey committees in 29 counties have been approved by the 
regional commissions and the State Commission, and county superin- 
tendents of schools are calling 40 special elections under the provisions 
of Chapter 16, Division 2, of the Education Code. The State Commission 
has been informed that a number of additional elections will be submitted 
for approval late in October. 

Recommendations for reorganization have been made this year under 
an Education Code section enacted in 1947 providing for augmented local 
survey committees composed of the originally appointed basic com- 
mittees and one trustee from each school district under study. Public 
hearings in each school district are under way and the first elections have 
been held in late September and early October. In an early issue of 
California Schools a full report of election results will be printed. 


GEOGRAPHIC SCHOOL BULLETINS 


The National Geographic Society will resume publication of its 
Geographic School Bulletins for the school year 1948-49 on October 4. 
This will be the thirtieth consecutive year of publication. As usual, each 
of the thirty weekly issues during the year will contain five articles and 
seven illustrations or maps. Each article will be a complete unit that can 
be detached for filing or circulation. 

Within the past year the Bulletins have touched upon such subjects 
as countries of every continent, with separate treatment of government 
changes; news-highlighted areas such as cities, rivers, mountains, and 
is!ands; aviation, railroads, and other newsworthy transportation subjects; 
and industries and commodities in the news. 

The bulletins are supplied to teachers for a fee of 25 cents for the 
school year, to cover handling and mailing charges. Teachers may also 
obtain subscriptions for their pupils if copies are mailed in bulk to one 
address.

The programs will be broadcast over the NBC Pacific Network 11-11:30 
a.m., California Daylight Time. 

The programs, presented for the twenty-first annual season by the 
Standard Oil Company of California, will be devoted this year to the 
study of American music, with emphasis on folk-music and its relation 
to the activities of the people in the building of our nation.

FREE TEXTS FOR CITIZENSHIP TRAINING 

The following statement regarding free text materials available to 
adult education administrators or other school officials was prepared by 
Paul Armstrong of the office of Immigration and Naturalization Service 
in San Francisco: 


Teachers of Americanization or citizenship-training classes in California will 
be interested to learn that they can obtain classroom material through the Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization Service of the Federal Government without cost. These text- 
book aids are for use only in the public schools and are designed to assist the teachers 
in giving applicants for citizenship a real understanding of the fundamental principles 
of the United States Constitution and system of government. 

Our Constitution and Government was the original textbook, and was the work 
of Catheryn Seckler-Hudson, professor of Political Science and Public Administra- 
tion, Graduate School, The American University. It is still available, but a simplified 
edition by John G. Hervey, Dean and Professor of Constitutional Law, Temple Uni- 
versity, is now most generally used. Pamphlets have been issued for classroom work 
containing such subjects as On the Way to Democracy, Rights of the People, The 
Business of Our Government, Laws for the Nation, Our Constitution Lives and 
Grows. All of these are in three reading levels, and each is issued as Book 1, 2, and 3, 
with a teacher’s edition for each pamphlet. No. 1 is for those students of a limited 
English vocabulary, but treating the same subject matter as books 2 and 3. 

There are two pamphlets, The Day Family and The Gardners Become Citizens, 
which are primarily to assist students in reading. 
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In addition, the Federal Textbook series includes definite helps for teachers, 
particularly new Americanization teachers, as is indicated by pamphlets with the 
following titles: Aids for Citizenship Teachers, Introduction to Citizenship Educa- 
tion, Organizing and Conducting a Citizenship Class, Citizenship Education through 
the Use of Class-Developed Materials, What We Have in America, This Democracy 
of Ours, Introduction to America. 

It became apparent that there would be many applicants for citizenship living 
in communities where no class was being conducted by the public schools. For these 
instances, the Federal Government has issued A Home Study Course in English and 
Government, also in three reading levels. Students should have at least some ability in 
reading English. Book 1 deals with English and Home Community Life; No. 2 with 
English and National Government; No. 3 with English and State Government. The 
helper is a teacher, a member of the family or some friend who can assist the student. 
These texts are furnished to the alien student through the Extension Division of the 
University of California, which handles correspondence with the student or helper, 
and marks papers. 

The textbooks and aids mentioned above are furnished free of cost by the Immi- 
gration and Naturalization Service, Department of Justice, to co-operating public- 
school classes. Requisitions may be obtained through the District Director of Immi- 
gration and Naturalization at San Francisco, for schools north of the Tehachapi, or 
from the District Director at Los Angeles for schools in southern California. Texts 
can generally be expected within a month after requisitions are submitted. 


INTERSTATE SCHOOL BUILDING CONFERENCE 


The California State Department of Education was represented at 
the Interstate School Building Conference held September 6-10, 1948, 
in Nashville, Tennessee, by Edgar W. Parsons and John Branigan, field 
representatives in School Planning, Division of Public School Admin- 
istration. 

The conference brought together representatives of schoolhouse 
planning agencies in state departments of education for a review of the 
functions of state school planning officials. Two consultants from the 
U. S. Office of Education participated. Attention was given to the advis- 
ory role in plant management and in locally developed surveys and 
educational specifications. Delegates showed special interest in current 
and recommended programs of state and federal aid for capital outlay 


purposes. 
Mr. Parsons served during the conference as chairman of the 


committee on legislation and finance. 


CONSERVATION FILMS FOR SCHOOLS 


Under an expanded program made possible by recent additions to 
their film library, and by provisions for servicing, the U. S. Forest Service 
is now able to furnish motion pictures to schools upon request. 

Fourteen selected subjects are available, chosen for their teaching 
value. Conservation of various natural resources is covered—water, for- 
ests, soil, grass, wildlife, and recreation values. All films are 16-mm. with 
sound; nine are in color. No obsolete pictures are included. Most are 
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suitable for fifth grade and above; a few are indicated for special groups. 
No rental is charged, but the user pays transportation both ways. Time 
limit is 10 days in possession.

ADVENTURE AND CONSERVATION SERIES ON PLATTERS 

A transcription series of records entitled Bill Scott—Forest Ranger, 
designed by the U. S. Forest Service to teach conservation, is available to 
schools at a low contract price. 

The series consists of three records (six sides) depicting the drama- 
tized adventures of June and Joe and Sam with their friend, Ranger Bill 
Scott. Each of the six episodes deals with a different phase of conserva- 
tion. The program is suitable for grades four through eight. 

Originally produced at municipal station WNYE by the Radio 
Workshop of the New York City Schools in co-operation with the U. S. 
Forest Service, the Bill Scott series won a citation award at the Chicago 
School Broadcast Conference in 1947, in competition with other 
education programs. 

A new series of six episodes is planned for release early in 1949. 

Records are 16-inch, semi-flexible, double-face, for 33 1/3 r.p.m. 
playback equipment. Each episode runs 14 1/2 minutes. Large announce- 
ment posters and supplemental study sheets for each episode are avail- 
able. Study sheets are written for California and include questions and 
vocabulary words. 

Forty sets of Bill Scott—Forest Ranger have been used in California 
schools the past year on a loan basis. Schools contemplating purchase 
may now obtain these sets, for preaudition only, for short periods. 
Inquiries regarding loan of records and supplemental study material may 
be addressed to the Division of Information and Education, U. S. Forest 
Service, 630 Sansome Street, San Francisco 11. The borrower pays trans- 
portation both ways. It is requested by the Forest Service that schools 
with audio-visual departments order through such departments. 

The set of three records may be purchased at the contract price of 
$4.00 per set through the cooperation of the California Academy of 
Sciences. Send check for correct amount made out to California Academy 
of Sciences to Mrs. Lois Fink, Student Section, California Academy of 
Sciences, Golden Gate Park, San Francisco. Platters can be mailed within 
two weeks after the contractor receives the order. Allowance should be 
made for at least two weeks additional delay while orders of 25 sets are 
being accumulated by Mrs. Fink, so that the $4.00 price may be obtained. 

In case it is necessary for Mrs. Fink to send in an order for less than 
25 sets, the purchaser will be given the option of paying a higher price 
or of cancelling, with refund.
